Durn it Ed, you cost me a couple of hours here at the 
house. I had to run through just about everything that 
I own in the way of parts and stuff. :-) 


BUT, I did find what I was looking for..... 


No part number, but I call it a "Pea Lamp" or "Grain of 
Wheat Lamp". It's a very small (like you would use in 

the back of a meter) bulb with white ceramic base about 
3mm in diameter and the base is about the same height 

with glass bulb 3mm in diameter and 4.5mm high on the top. 
Out the bottom is two 6mm long gold wires for feeding this 


puppy power. 


I hooked it up to the 12V6Ah Gel-Cell. Measured 12.20V 
and a current drain of 59mA. Not good but not bad either. 
You don't get a free lunch. 


OK, turn out the lights in the shack and all other sources of 
light. I can read a page from the instruction manual for the 
SWL40 at a 0.33M or so without any difficulty. 


I got about a dozen or so of these from Tanner Electronics 
and for the life of me I can not find any of them. I forget 
the price but it's in the neighborhood of $0.50 or so. Maybe 
lower. I'll just have to check. 


I figure over 60hrs if the 4Ahr battery is only feeding the 
lamp, but I wouldn't be operating in the dark that long for 
a camping trip unless I was in a cave. I think it's a 
respectable time. For Ed only, if he want's to check this 
puppy out I'll bring it to work and put in an envelope. 
What address? No charge so that you can report to the rest 
of the gang if I'm right and what you think. 


You could glue it in a white platic thimble and get more 
directivity out of it and use a series resistor to cut 

down on power drain, but my fear would be the loss of light 
intensity would be too much. The lamp is probably rated for 
14.6V or so aS my memory remembers.

I vote for light emitting diodes as a mighty efficient 
light source. 

Yellow or green match your eye spectral response 
best. They are available with quite a variety of plastic 
lenses that spread (or focus) light, depending on 
whether you want a spot source or wider angle source. 


Feeding them power is a bit of a problem, because they 
like a current supply rather than a voltage supply 
(battery). For instance, a green LED won't put out any 
light with less than 1.6 volts (approx), but puts out 
lots of light at 2.3 volts. It'll burn out fast with 
more than about 3 volts (too much current).At 2.3 volts 
and 20 ma., an LED can put out just about enough light 
to read by. 

Ideally, you could run a LED from a small 
switching supply that takes as its input the rig's 12 
volt supply, and puts out 20 ma of current. At about 
80% efficiency, the switcher would only load the 12 
volt source with less than 5 ma. 

Since this is a little off QRP-L topic, if 
anyone is interested in the switcher LED supply, 
E-mail me direct, I'll see what kind of circuits 
would work. If there's enough interest I'll post 
schematics.

I recently received a Small Parts Centex (SPC) QRP 40. 
is a 40-meter superhet transceiver, which was available 


The SPC QRP 40 
as a kit from 


SPC several years back. It is basically a 40-meter derivative of the 
original design by K1BQT (Rick Littlefield) which appeared in the 


January 1989 issue of "Ham Radio" Magazine as "An NE602- 


Based QRP 


Transceiver for 20-Meter CW" and in the September 1990 issue of "CQ" 
Magazine as "The QRP-15 CW Transceiver." Rick Littlefield wrote both 


articles. 


It appears to have a few problems though, including (1) low receive 
audio output level, (2) excessively high sidetone audio output level, 
(3) the VFO covers only from 7 to 7.140-MHz (instead of going on up to 
7.150-MHz), and (4) the transmitter trimmer capacitors (inbetween the 
driver and the final output transistors) have to be retuned when 
changing frequency to prevent the power from dropping off excessively. 
(Although the power drops off as the frequency is changed, until the 
capacitors are retuned, it seems to be worse at higher frequencies. ) 


Both this rig and the original design derive an AGC control voltage 
from the output of the audio amplifier, so they both have their volume 
controls after the audio amplifier. One of the main differences 
between this rig and the original design is that this rig has a 
Sidetone generator circuit. 


Were there any additional articles published that came up with fixes 
to these problems? Does anyone have any first-hand experience in 
solving these problems in this particular QRP rig?
